COUNTY ORDINANCE 
TO GIVE AUTHORITY 


Five Hundred More Deodars 


Are to Be Bought for Use 


on Highways 


Within a short time the Board of 
Supervisors will be 
asked 
by 
the 
Board of Forestry to pass an ordi­ 
nance that will help do away with the-' 
sign and placard nuisance along pub­ 
lic highways in this county. There is 
already a state law against tacking 
signs to trees on county roads, but 
that law became effective only wit,h 
the organization of the forestry board. 
For that reason It is hard to deter­ 
mine what placards and sign boards 
have been put up since the law be­ 
came effective here. 
The foresters now propose to have 
a county ordinance that will go fur­ 
ther than trees. They want a law- that 
will make it unlawful for any person 
without a permit to put up signs, ad­ 
vertisements or placards or to paint 
or paste 
or 
tack 
anything 
upon 
bridges, fences, poles 
or 
structures 
upon any public highway or public 
property, including the county 
park 
and county farm. 
Temporary danger 
signs will be excepted. 
Tile foresters want 
to 
start the 
thing off clean, so it is proposed to 
scud out a crew of men to remove 
the great litter of signs of 
various 
kinds that now' disfigure the state and 
county 
highways. 
A. 
E. 
Bennett, 
member of the board from Tustin, 
stated that it will be no small job to 
remove tho 
advertising 
cards 
and 
signs that are on the public roads in 
the Tustin district alone. He favored 
doing tije necessary work, and to fol­ 
low up with vigorous prosecutions for 
violations. 
Tile district attorney's 
office 
will 
draw up file required ordinance. 
Buys More Deodars 
County Forester Grant recommend­ 
ed t.he purchase of 500 deodars from a 
Huntington Beach nursery, and he and 
It. Ii. Imrter. member of the board 
from Wintersburg, wrere authorized 
to buy the trees, which are now about 
three inches high. 
Grant stated that 
ho lins been unable to 
buy 
deodar 
seed. 
He considers the deodar, some­ 
times (tailed the Indian cedar, one of 
tile best trees available for use 
on 
county roads, as it grows well with 
little water, is long-liveu and a hand­ 
some tree.

b etter of the argum ent. 
They may give their opponents a full hearing 
and yet w orst and confound them , The Press verily believes, by weightier, 
more logical reasoning, by sounder argum ent, by indisputable economic 
facts and by the aw akening of humane im pulses; but so strong is the 
native American love of the square deal, even though a cause th at is 
weak in argum ent and illogical in its contentions w ere denied fair hear­ 
ing, the result would be to create sym pathy for th at cause. 
It is 
the 
fundam ental rule of jurisprudence to give every man his day in court. The 
man whose infraction of the law is flagrant and unquestionable still has 
his right of hearing in defense. 
So this principle is ingrounded in this 
intelligent, fair-minded people. 
They believe In giving men and m easures 
a fair hearing; then they may form their verdict upon the m erits or de­ 
m erits of the case. 
The “dry” cause has inherent m erits, in the opinion of The Press, 
th at should carry it to victory; and it will be the m erits of this cause 
as compared with the opposition cause th a t will induce thinking men to 
vote for it. 
There can be no comparison of m erits between causes until 
both sides are heard. 
Both Bides are being heard throughout the state, 
and where they are heard, Bide by side, there is strong reason to believe 
the “dry” cause is winning supporters on its merits. 
Place a real dia­ 
mond and a paste diam ond side by side, and the genuine stone easily 
may be detected; but see but one of them , and none but an expert could 
tell which is real. 
P ut the “dry” and the “wet” contentions before the 
people, side bv side, and the intelligent, thinking masses easily can de­ 
tect which is M i genuine-diamond argum ent and 
which 
the 
paste-dia- 
mond. L et’s flgSt for California “dry” with our eyes open. The fight can 
be won only through intelligence, reason 
and 
judgm ent 
based 
upon 
known facts and a com parison of the opposing contentions. 
No tem perance orator can be justly criticised for Inviting to plat­ 
form debate the advocate of the contrary cause; no more should tem ­ 
perance people fear to read In public print the opposing argum ents which 
they invite from the rostrum . 
A cause th at is just will stand out the 
more prominently and unansw erably In Its justice for the very contrast 
th at is offered in exploited attack upon It. 
Every tem perance fight waged in Long Beach for four years has been 
won. 
In every such contest The Press has battled upon the tem perance 
side. 
Victory has in none of these contests been won by suppression of 
anti tem perance argum ents; it has been won by publishing them and 
meeting them, fairly, tem perately, unafraid. How many citizens of Long 
Beach knew just w here the im m ortal Lincoln stood upon the question of 
tem perance before California dry opponents foisted tile claim th at the 
great em ancipator favored the use of alcohol?
